The action of the sun h rays is the 
efficient cause pf all atmospheric 
ellJUISPr. There arc smne proper 
lie- ot (lie air however, which are 
essential. Its niolnliu and its ca 
parity for —jalMffi tire the most 
important Were it not lor iha per 
pctual intcicli.in^e of the ppptMMW 
oflhc atniosphrre more or lcsshc.it 
ed. and more or less moist, the sci- 
ence pf Meteorology would he very 
simple. Indeetl it the air was sta- 
tionary thf earth would be arid, 
barren and uninhabitable. 

The changes pf UpJ weather 
whi' h take place Irom one season 
to another depend upun the lact, that 
the earth in 111 annual circuit around 
the sun present.- first one hemisphere 
and then the other to his vertical 
rpyi in such I Bjumtr, thai w hilst 
it ia mwayii in the .Northern Hem 
isphere it i- w inter in the Southern 
Ueiuisphttsc. antl Ban PPTPP. 

Il thcic were no disturbing influ- 
ence!* on the earth's surface, the 
change- in l ite vveaiher Irom one sea- 
son to another would bp regular and 
pjuforn in all latitudes. Such a 
f pppj pjr PPPPp apt PP *f seasons does 
obtain in the tropioa, but in the tem- 
perate /..un.'s the weather is vanablr 
durinir almost all seasons. 

The air near the .surface ol the 
earth ia warmer than tin air above, 
and the higher we asecinl the cold- 
t;r the air become*. This fact is 
well attested by tho.se who have t»3- 
eeuded in ballpfMM, ami by the per- 
petual kuow which euvers the peaL- 
pf verv Ii i-: It mountains. In PPJJPjaj 
totheralcol thisdcciea.se and the 
law wbicii govcrno it much uncer- 
tainty still prevail*. Iu general 
tcinis titc rate pf decrease may be 
slated to be one degree for every 
9M feet. W here we PPPjbMpj the 
iact that the earth is floating around 
the sun in space w here temperature 
is intensely cold — not higher proba- 
bly that degrees below zero — wc 
can have no difficulty in accounting 
forthe colder air iu the higher regions. 
The only difficulty in the ciise ia to 
explain how the air PMf the earth 
is kept up to its present temperature. 
The cause* which maintain this tem- 
perature are many. In the first 
place the earth r^.iiates into the air 
all the heat which it absorb- from the 
sun, and of course the nearer the 
stratum of air to the earth the more 
heat >t recetves. 

It is a law, that the heat from the 
sun will penetrate many substances 
which the heat radiated frou any 
other source will not penetrate. 
In obedience to ibis law the rays 
from the Min will penetrate the 
whole mass of tit -nd reach thesjr- 
faec of the earth, losing only about 
one third of the heat, which i- ab- 
sorbed in the atmosphere asthcray- 
pass through it Put when tho 
heat which is absorbed by the earth 
bcrins tj be radiated from it. it will 
not SO readily penetrate the air, but 
will accumulate in the lower strat- 
um and thereby increase its temper 
atuie. There is another and a very 
powerful cause |(j which I wish 
specially to epH your attention. The 
pressure of the atmosphere by its 
own weight raises the teuperature 
ol the lower strata. Any substanc 
which is compresstid becomes heated. 
Any sub-tancc which is expanded 
l- cooled. At this point I will draw 
vour attention lo the dynamic 
theory of heat. According to the 
old theory, heat is a material sub 
stance which combines in various 
projiorliun- with other substance?

How it is, and w hy it ip, that i 
peculiar force should be impressed 
upon the whole life of a plant by 
the influences which surround it in 
the act of germination, cannot be, 
and need not be explained. Is it not 
the province of science to interpret 
every mistery of eicalion, but to ob- 
serve facts and establish the laws 
which governs them. 
The air contains more or less mois- 
I lure at all temperatures. Its capac- 
ity for moisture increases with an in- 
crease of its t-jinpcrature. These 
, principles together with the mobility 
| of tl.c air ci-plain the formation of 
| fogs, clouds, rain and dew. There 
is no difference in principle between 
fogs and clouds: they are both caus- 
ed by the reduction in the tempera 
lure of the air, in consequence of 
which it is incapable ol holding its 
moisture in solution. This reduction 
is usually brought about by the 
commingling of two currents of air. 
of dillerent temperatures. l>ew is de- 
posited on the surface of the earth 
during a cool clear night, alter a 
warm day. During the day the earth 
absorbs heat: during ihe night 
it radiates ..eat, and the air in con- 
tact with the surface is soon cooled 
to a point beyond its capacity for 
holding its moisture, which is pre- 
cipitated as dew. Frost is nothing 
but frozen dew. Dew and frost do 
not form during a cloudy night be- 
cause the clouds reflect the heat 
which is radiated fram the earth 
Dack io its surface. The temperature 
of the air between the earth and ihe 
clouil is kept more uniform, and if 
there is any precipitation it is rain 
or snow not dew or frost.. 

The influence ol clouds upon the 
tempersture of the air is very mark- 
ed. The earth absorbs heat from 
sunrise till two or three o'clock P. 
M.; it radiates heat from this time 
till sunrise again. A cloudy niorning- 
protects the earth from the direet 
ravsofthe sun. and is cooler than 
a clear morning. If however a 
cloudy evening succeeda a clear 
niorniug, the heat which should be 
radiated from the earth is intercepted 
by the clouds, and reflected to the 
earth, rendering the air hot sultry, 
and oppressive, and if the night is 
cloudy the heat i.- almost intolerable. 

As a general rule rain cools the 
air by the evaporatiou whieh takas 
place. Bu: sometimes the atmos- 
phere is heated by the condensation 
of its moisture. Jusl here 1 must 
again refer to the dynamic theory 
heat, to explain certain phenoine- 
heretotore grouped under the 
I head of "latent heat 

ID at is a force and is never dc- 
iroyed It may be converted MM 
other forces, but it cannot beanni- 
hilatcd. During lite process of evapo- 
ration, heat is expended ip separa- 
ting the particles of water, ami giv- 
ing the atoms a quarter degree of 
motion. Klectricity is also produced 
in tho act of evaporation, and is car- 
ried into the air. It is therefore more 
than probable that the heat which 
disappears in changing water from 
a liquid into a gas is converted, par- 
tly mto motion in the vapor, and 
partly into positive electricity. The
